New York. Dec. 26—New York Tues­ 
day celebrated the most bounteous 
Christmas it hag had in many years. 
Ideal winter weather, clear, cold and 
sunshiny, marked the deay. 
Thirty- 
seven thousand of the city’s poor shar­ 
ed In the distribution of Christmas din­ 
ners by the Salvation Army, Timothy 
D. Sullivan and the Bowery mission. 
Five thousand baskets and 1,000 bags 
containing food and “fixin’s” sufficient 
for a family of five persons ore more, 
were distributed by Commander Eva 
Booth of the Salvation Aarmy at the 
Grand Central Palace from ll to I 
0 clock. The people were admitted into 
the great hall in squads of 200 and pre­ 
sented with a basket of food. 
The 
usual Christmas dinner at the palace 
was abandoned, as Commander Booth 
waa convinced that the recipients of

The reported killing of four negroes 
was the direct outgrowth of the recent 
trouble at Wah&lak, where a desperate 
fight occurred in a Mobile and Ohio 
railroad train between two negroes and 
Conductor Cooper. 
One negro was 
killed outright and the conductor re­ 
ceived sever injuries. 
Great excite­ 
ment prevailed at Wahalak, where It 
was reported the negroes threatened 
to exterminate the white people and 
burn the town. 
Governor Vardaman 
promptly sent the state militia to the 
scene, but after remaining there one 
day Colonel McCant’s 
command re­ 
turned to Meridian, reporting danger 
of further trouble had apparently pass­ 
ed away. 
City officers of Scooba say no clawh 
with negroes is now feared here. The 
negro population is quiet..

26.—The 
Ernst 
& 
Cranmer building, one of the finest of­ 
fice buildings in this city, located at 
Seventeenth and Curtis streets, was 
destroyed by fire Tuesday, the seventh 
and eighth floors being entirely de­ 
stroyed. 
The balance of the building 
was greatly damaged by water and 
the basement of the building was flood­ 
ed. The total loss to building and ten­ 
ants Is estimated at $200,000. 
The upper floors were tenanted prin­ 
cipally by lawyers, and one of the most 
valuable law libraries in the west was 
ruined. On the ground floor were lo­ 
cated the offices of the Postal Tele­ 
graph company, several banks and oth­ 
er business firms. 
The Postal Tele­ 
graph company was compelled to de­ 
sert its quarters because its wires were 
all disabled, but within an hour after 
being forced out the local officials had 
established temporary quarters around 
the corner aud accepted all commercial 
business.
